Board d Faces 
Possible 
Law Suit 


The Albany Board of Education 
today has approved a three-point 
program to keep students off streets 
and away from private property 
while eating their lunches. 

Action was taken at the Tuesday 
night meeting after studying recent 
complaints from residents m the 
school area concerning garbage and 
papers thrown in their yards by 
students during the noon intermis- 
sion. 

On recommendation of Dr. Paul 
C, Bryan, superintendent, the 
Board yoted to instruct school prin- 
cipals to see that students who do 
not go home for lunch to eat at 
one of the following places: 

1, On school property in rooms 
and arcas designated by the princi- 
pal. For the purposes of this regu- 
lation, the high school shall be 
deemed to include Memorial Park, 
2. ln a school cafeteria. 

3. On or in the property of a 


commercial cating establishment,

Seated at the honorary table were 
Bob Taylor, Jack Hamilton, Ray- 


In other action, the Board recety~ 

ed requests from parents of two Al- 

bany High School students to res- 

cind its action of May 28, which 

placed restrictions on the activities 

of the two youths because of their 

involvement in a disciplinary inci- 

dent at the Albany Pool on May 27. 

Because this was a matter con- 

cerning the-disctpline of fhe imdivia 
uals, the Board held a private hear- 

ing on September 25 to establish 

whether there was reason to revise 

its previous action, Testimony was 

obtained from parents, sehool ad- 

ministrators and teachers, and tie 

County Probation Officer handling 

the two cases. 

As a result of the hearing, the 

Board arrived at the following con- 

clusions: 

1. There has been insufficient 

time to determine any change in 

the behavior of the boys toward 

the school and school personnel. 

Therefore, the Board is unwilling 

at this time te relax the restric- 

tions on the boys’ school activities. 

2. However, the Board is willing 
to revise its action after a more 
definite showing of change of atti- 
tude and behavior. Therefore, if 
each boy will submit to the Board 
at its December meeting a state- 
ment from Principal Charles Moore 
and Assistant Principal William 
Feeny to the effeet that the boys 
have been good school citizens dur- 


jing the semester, the restrictions on 


participating in extra-curricular ac- 
tivities will be dropped. This will 
permit participating in Christmas 
and graduation activities, 

3. The prohibition on recreational 
use of the swimming pool will 
stand until May 27, 1953. At that 
time, at cach boy's personal’ re- 
| quest, the Board will review its ac- 
tion regarding use of the pool. 

Parents of one of the youngsters 
said today they are seriously con- 
sidering legal action against # 
Board on the ground that “tue 
| School Board is over-stepping its 
J authority in taking away school 
privileges from their son as the in- 
cident happered at night and not 
during school hours.”
